W. B. Jacobs in summing up the 


work of county conventions suggested 
that tho star performance bo dropped 
out aud sincere work be allowed t° 
take tho place of oratorical 
efforts. 


Deep, earnest work, he said, was tbo 
ouly 
keynote to success. 
Theories 


should bo done away with and prac- 
tical work only bo considered. 


Mr. Jacobs proposed a plan for rais- 


ing the S1500 deficit. 
He suggested 


that each delegate pledge themselves 
to do their best to give .$1 and secure 
three or four others to do the same 
thing. 
About 100 pledged themselves 


to try and seud $5 to Mr. Jacobs bo- 
fore the loth of June. He believes 
that when the reports of the conven- 
tion aro made out tho deficit will ba 
reported raised. 


G. W. Miller called for some of the 


dollars then aud there and for 10 min- 
utes the money rained down on the 
platform. 
Sixty three dollars 
were 


thus collected. 


Rev. Mr. Gray of Ottawa explained 


tho object of the circulating library. 
The books aro made up of thoughts 
from Moody, Meyer, Murray, Chapman 
and others and are expected to roach 
those who are not able to attend the 
meetings. Tho very best thoughts in 
the Sunday school work are presented 
in the circulating gospel exteusion li- 
brary. 


A resolution was offered and adopted 


recommending that tho 
library bo 


looked into aud investigated. 


B. I?. Jacobs gave au example of 


how to teach tho next Sunday's lessou. 
The lesson was in the ISth chapter of 
John, beginning with the 13th versa 
and extending through tho 27th verse. 
The lessou was "Christ beforo the 
high priest." Mr. Jacobs fixed the 
attention of tho audience on the lead- 
ing character of the Isssou, talking of 
the ollice and position of tho high 
priest aud tho position aud mission of 
Christ. Taking the Bible for reference 
ho took up the subject, tracing it step 
by step through the lessou. Christ 
was not arrested iu anything but tho 
ordiuary meaning. 
Arrested menus 


to stop. Christ was not stopped. A 
well try to stop the laws of gravita- 
tion. In a graphic manner ho described 
aud illustrated Christ's position as a 
captive, taking the audience with him 
as ho traced tho steps of,tho Savior 
through tho city and to the temple of 
the high, priest. 
Christ was arraigned 


aud then examined. This brought out 
his confession. 
This in turn was fol- 


lowed by the denial aud restoration. 
Yon cannot teach everything, cauuot 
teauli more than tho pupil can receive. 
Try to get something definite and 
clear out of tho lessou and teach tins 
one tbiug. Tho five points of arraign, 
iiient, examination, confession, denial 
aud restoration wero given as the lead- 
ing points iu tho lesson. The Bible 
was divided as is a tree. 
The book is 


the tree, the chapters the branches, 
the verses tho twigs. lu speaking of 
the unfairness and injustice of the 
trial of Christ before tho high priest 
he said that the people of today are 
just as eager to believe heresy as they 
were then arid said that if there is 
auythiug wo need it is justice. 
\Vn 


aro only toa ready to believe what we 
hear without investigation. He asked 
that if there was auyone^iu the house 
that knew anything against Christ to 
arise, and then urged that that point 
be put to the boys and girls iu the 
study of the lesson. 


The normal graduating 
exercises 


were next taken up, 
Some of the 


prouiiueut members of the class aud 
the class officers wero invited to seats 
on tho platform. The class is com- 
posed of 150 persons from all parts cf 
the state who have completed the 
normal Sunday shool work.

P. P. Laughlin, the state secretary, 


gave "The Class of '99," as follows: 


P. P. Lnughliu, secretary of the 


gradnating class, made an address in 
the course of which he stated that it 
was the ninth class that had graduated. 


Although in point of membership it 
was not as large as some that had 
gonebefore, it was an important class. 
He said that there had been a general 
tendency 
toward better conditions. 


Thero are 150 graduates representing 


20 cities and towns iu different parts 
of the state. Decatur and Rockford 
were the only ones of the larger cities 
represented, the other members all 
being from small towns, 
During the 


past year about 73 classes were organ 
ized in different parts of tho state 
with a membership of 1000.

speaker mentioned tho good work of 
the officers of the class who are as fol- 
lows :

credited with enrolling the most mem- 
bers from their respective counties. 
The youngest member of the class was 
Harry Putnam. 


Following Mr. Laughlin the Rev. 


David E. Howe of Springfield ad- 
dressed the graduates.Ho said iu part: 


"Two years ago I stood at tho point 


in the Eocky mountains called luspi 
tiou Point. 
A marvelous inspiration 


point in every sense. Last Friday I 
stood at another inspiration point in 
the graduating exercises of a high 
school. Hero today I stand before au> 
other graduating class. There is some- 
thing more iuspiriug in this than in 
any other,, not because of superiority 
in sceuery or iutelloct, but for tho 
grand sense of truth. 
We come this 


morning with tho mind touched by 
sublime 
iutelloct 
of 
truth. 
The 


mightiest uplift, 
the most glorious 


landscape comes when tho mind is 
touched by the beauty of tho divine 
truth. 
We 
have 
many 
sciences, 


geology, botany, astronomy, physiology. 
When wo take away tho study you 
still have tho substance of all these, 
but when you take away tho truth of 
the study of the Biblo you loso all. 


"We talk of studying new things. 


The rocks, flowers and stars existed 
long before the gospel camo. I don't 
want you to thiuk you are behind and 
fogy iu studying tho Biblo. Althougl 
yon are taking your diplomas at col- 
lege, where you have studied all the 
sciences, you aro still lumbering be- 
hind if you have not studied tho 
Bible. 
Tho greatest minds of the 


world have bowed down beforo the 
Bible. 
This truth in its sublimity 


has come to you, not out of man's 
thoughts, but from God. This book 
you aro studying was givou for one 
great purpose, that of redeomiug the 
world. Christ had tho most sublime 
theme in the world. I doubt if he 
could have won such uudyiug fame 
with auy other. 
You aro studyiug of 


tho true power that moves the world. 
I know of other great powers but this 
is the greatest 
You are stndyiug a 


truth whose demonstration lies in the 
plain matter of fact way of what it 
does iu tho world. 
\Vo hear a great 


deal about higher criticism. 
I want 


to talk a*bout the 
highest criticismi 


the criticism of the masses of people 
who judge from what they know of 
its power, If the Biblo over goes 
down it will bo boioro the highest 
criticism and Jnot 
the higher. 
It 


will not come from those who know 
nothing of its power. The Biblo is 
vindicated, not in theory, but in prac- 
tice. 


"By tho manner iu^which the stndy 


of the Biblo uplifts you is its truth 
demonstrated. Yon do not hear of 
missionaries 
going 
out 
to 
teach 


Shakespeare or Browning, 
If yon 


have studied rightly you are impressed 
by its truth aurt are seized with a zeal 
to make its truths known. 
There 


is much said about Biblo translations. 
We have a multiplicity of translations, 
but here is tho best—the translation 
of the Biblo into your lives aud into 
your everyday life. You must study 
it well. We do not study geology 
just to learn of one stone, but to get 
a comprehensive knowledge of nil. 
Know your instrument so you may 
rightfully use it." 


At the conclusion of Mr. Howe's ad- 


dress the diplomas wore |presented to 
the graduates by G. W. Miller of 
Paris. 
The benediction was offered 


by Chaplain M. M. Want of Franklin.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Gen. Otis cables that repre- 


sentatives of Aguinaldo are seeking terms of peace, and that 


the forces of. the insurgents are scattering in the mountains. 


Aguinaldo's Decision. 


ST. LOUIS, May 18.—The Globe-Democrat's Manila 


special says: It is reported that Aguinaldo has decided to ao- 


cept the terms of peace offered by the American Commission, 


and that he has started representatives for Manila. He is said 


to have reached this decision at a conference held at San Isidro 


the day before Gen. Lawton attacked the town, and that the 


fight took place after the decision for peace had been reached. 


Reports are believed here and that final peace is assured. 


Confirmation. 


WASHINGTON, May IS.— General 


Otis cables as follows: "Representa- 
tives 
of tho insurgent cabinet and 


Aguiualdo in the mountains 12 miles 
north of San Isidro, which was aban- 
doned May 18, will send iu a commis- 
sion tomorrow to seek terms of peace.

this news by the oflicials.

rection is at hand. Tho wisdom of 
refusing auy terms except surrender 
to the first commission from the in- 
surgents is everywhere commended.

WASHINGTON, May 18.-It U not 


likely that General Otis will permit 
himself to be deceived by the over- 
turos of tho insurgents, or that'he will 
give consideration to any proportion 
the present commission may submit 
that are not sincere and final beyond 
question. It is not clear to tho official* 
here what concessions Aguiualdo ex- 
pects to receive inasmuch as General 
Otis, wtih the full approval of the 
president and cabinet, has repeatedly 
declared that he will consider nothing 
but tho uucouditioir.il surrenderee! the 
insurgents as tho necessary prelimin- 
ary to auy negotiations for_a cessation 
of hostilities. It is possible that tho 
wily insurgent leader believes lie may 
make terms for special benefits to 
himself and his cabinet, and it is even 
possible that he has an idea that the 
United States may bo willing to re.

PORTO KLCAN KITES, 


Men and Women Fly Them as Well 


as Children. • 


A Common Slclit I> n Flotilla of Big 


Kite* Flylne Over tho Head* 


of Crowd! of Old and 


On the long slopes of brilliant green 


grass that stretch away from the walls 
of Cristobal Colon nixl dwindle down 
into the city of San Juan, a great crowi: 
uf curious and noisy mull, v;oincn and 
children stand every morning, gesticu- 
lating half madly at 
one another, 


talking- very fast 
and 
occasionally 


breaking up into little groups, more 
excited than the rest. Above their 
heads there is always a flotilla of big 
kites, ducking, diving, floating upward, 
and performing queer tricks ns they 
flirt and play with the ocean wind bil- 
lowing inward from the southern sea. 


One groat red paper monster darted 


swiftly upward above the others on 
one occasion. Then a shout went ur. 
from the crowd. It seemed to be hav- 
ing a race with a blue one sailing dniv 
gcrotisly acar. A hundred trembling 
arms with outstretched fingers were 
rsNeil frantically in the air, shaking 
five and ten peso notes, offering bets 
on the red. The champions of the blue 
made verbal pools, and BO the betting 
went on, amid tremendous excitement, 
more noticeable than a public, demon- 
stration in honor of the governor gen- 
eral. 


Suddenly the flyer of the blue, n dirty 


little Catnnian, unwound several yard? 
of string that guided his airship. lib 
tail vas long, striped like the hide o! 
a zi'bra, and loaded with strips of card- 
lioni'd all along its graceful length. 
Little American flags iloated from the 
edges of the kite and the end of the 
tail, for this Porto Hican was a dip- 
lomat, like his brothers. And when 
he unwound t-he g'uiding lever, at once 
the blue shot up, huddled close beside 
the red for a moment, and then at once, 
with an incomprehensible movement, 
it darted across the fuee of its antag- 
,-inist and in a moment the latter was 
Healing downward uncontrollably to- 
ward the ground. The sharp, curved 
knife with which the blue was bur- 
dened had severed .the string of the 
red, and the latter had lost and the 
victorious kite flew upward like u newly 
liberated bird. 


The knife is a necessary and legiti- 


mate burden of every kite that enters 
the betting ring, and this seems to en- 
hance the uncertainty of the sport, and 
it requires a magnificent display of skill 
to avoid the. blades or to attack an an- 
tagonist. The skill which men and even 
boys display in this respect is some- 
times almost astounding. 


In a country where cockfighting is n 


national sport, and where bullfighting 
would be in vogue if the American au- 
thorities would permit, where gam- 
bling is the chief pastime of both men 
and women, it is somewhat surprising 
that so milil a practice as kiteflying 
should hold the attention with the 
power that it does. The element of 
chance, however, and the right to un- 
limited and unrestricted betting, has 
carried it swiftly into popular favor, 
and so it remains to-day. 


In Porto Rico Laurio, now moved to 


Havana, was for years the potentate 
of kites, lie used to sit in the sun there 
under the soft blue sky, way up on 
hill near old Cristobal Colon, and he 
had his colored paper spread about him, 
with little heaps of long, slender sticks 
earvcd from the big redwood tree. His 
paste pot stood beside him, as he whit- 
tled with a long, keen blade like a ma- 
chete. 


From the hands of the old Cuban 


there has come many ft prizewinner. 
One was five feet in height and three 
feet in width, and it, was covered over 
n'ith the flag of Cuba, and it bore itself 
liaughtily in the wind. Its flyer tossed 
it up from one of the fiat, roofs of the 
C'erro, and it drew n chattering crowd 
bigger than a Gomez parade, and it felt 
its importance, for it tugged hatefully 
at. the string and struggled with emo- 
tional jcrk.s to be free. It was so sym- 
bolic of the spirit of Havana that the 
mob went wild with cheering, and a lit- 
tle Cuban police officer, in the brand- 
new regulation blue uniform, with sil- 
ver decorations, tried to assert his au- 
thority.—-V. Y. Bun.

Great Amcmiit of 
Good She 


Did -with Her Vast 


Wealth. 


In her own way Baroness Ilircch was 


as remarkable a person as her husband. 
\Vorth many mihons in her own right, 
she gave freely of her wealth as well as 
of that left by him. She was a daughter 
of the late Senator Bischofheim oi'Brus- 
sels, head oE the great banking house oi 
Bischotheim 
<t 
Goldschmid, 
that 


financed the Erie railway reorganiza- 
tion in JS71. The baroness as a girl was 
her father's secretary, and developed 
the method and accuracy thnt charac- 
ti rized her whole life. At -~ she mar- 
ried llaron llirsch, and was of great 
help to him in all his financial undertak- 
ings, as well as iu his philanthropic 
plans. She wan highly educated, writ- 
ing and speaking ticrman, English, 
French and several other languages. 
The llirsch establishment in 1'uris was 
managed with great care, the baroness 
personally seeing to every detail. Al- 
ways ready to dispense chanty, she 
guarded rigidly against waste. 


Alter her husband's death her duties 


increased enormously. Ilo Icit an es- 
tate of $25,000,000, much of which wa« 
bequeathed to charity. Millions hiue 
been spent in coloni/.lng large bodiesof 
l!u<%ia.n refugees in the United States 
and the Argentine Republic. In 1SOO 
the buroucss promulgated a plan for 
benevolent work in the United States. 
Oscar Straus of Xew York was con- 
sulted by her as to methods, but he "de- 
elared that she had definite plans re- 
garding uhat she moant to do. Find- 
ing- that the llirsch school in Xew York 
was in a rcnlccl building, she gave 5130,- 
JOO to rear n house of itb own. She es- 
pecially wished to help working girls 
of that city. A borne for working girls 
was the result, she giving $200,000 for 
ground and buildings, and an annual 
income ot £12,000. Having organized 
&c\erul similar homes in Hulgium, she 
was familiar with the work.

cannibalism is still practiced by th< 
Canadian aborigines. 
Two prisoners 


brought into the barracks at Edmoa 
ton by the police were captured red- 
handed, but they seek to defend them 
selves from the charge- of murder by 
declaring that their victim was ad- 
dicted to cannibalism, and that haunp 
surprised him in the act of feeclingiipoE 
human flesh, they killed him or. tht 
spot, in accordance with their custom 
These Indians believe that when on-, 
of their number once t^lcs hutnar 
flesh, even to assuage the pangs of hun- 
ger, he becomes changed into a \\iudigc 
or mandating monster, who will not 
hesitate to kill in order to gratify his 
appetite whenever the opportunity of 
fera. They therefore consider it a sol 
emn duty ns well ns a simple act o! 
self-preservation to kilj at sight, if pos 
sible, by a stealthy blow from behind 
anyone known, to ham practiced an- 
thropophagy. 


The missionaries saythatitisusualh 


hunger and not ,1 passion for humar 
flesh that drives them to the practice 
Father Dablou tells in his journal oi 
a disease that was quite common among 
some of these Indians. The victim-slid 
denly became 
a. hypochondriac, his 


malady developing into a mania. In iti 
succeeding stage the insane was seucc 
with such hunger for human llcbh thai 
he sprang like a famished wolf upoi, 
all that he met. "In proportion," sa\s 
the good father, "as he finds where- 
with to glut this hunger, it grows liks 
thirst in dropsy, and accordingly thi 
Indians never fail to kill at once anyone 
s,ei/.ed with this disease." 


This will be the line of defense made

Father Kcdclao, whc 
journeyed as far north as Lake Mistas 
Bird to minister to the Indians there 
reports the murJer of a young man 
IS years of age in 1307 by his own 
mother, for the same reason, and an- 
other missiouary tells the story of tht 
murder by another Indian woman ol 
two entire families, with the exception 
of one young man.

had died of starvation, and she contin- 
ued her feast until she had devoured 
three of her children, two of whom had 
died of hunger, while the third was 
killed by itb unnatural mother. She 
next killed a woman of her tribe, who 
had herself feasted upon the body o) 
one of her children and became food 
in turn for the wretched Voroniquc. 
It was thought within the lastfew^ ears 
that cannibalism was extinct 
among 


Canadian Indians, but the contrary is 
evidently the case.—X. Y. Sun. 


NEW ARCTIC EXPEDITIONS. 


A Frenchman Seeking; tbe Pole- 


Three 1'artten to Study 


the Aurora. 


Two expeditions arc already afvtorli 


exploring in the antarctic region, and 
two more are boon tofollou— one under 
German auspices and the other sent by 
the lioyal Geographical society of Kujj- 
land. At least two parties spent last 
winter inside the arctic ciicle. II 1'cary 
had good luck, after going- up the west- 
ern coast ol Greenland, he arrived at 
Shcrard Osborn 1'iord, on the northeast 
( o.ist, ei£;ht degrees or less from the 
pole and about 53 decrees of longitude 
west of Greenwich. Four more exneih- 
Iioii8 are now piactically determined 
upon for this season. Cnpt. JJcrnicr, a 
Frenchman, plans to embark in a 
stronjj steam v.'lialcr and push up to the 
northward of Trail/. Jo.sef Laud to a 
winter c.imp in Petcrmann Land. lie 
will stay, if lie carries out his present 
programme, about JO degrees, east ot 
Greenwich, or nearly one-third of the 
way around the eighty-second parallel 
of lattitude from 1'eary's camp, and a 
few r.iilys—hardly a degree—further 
north. At the earliest I'.ernicr would 
not attcmtp to reach the pole itself be- 
fore the summer of IDW. Of course, he 
will take to his base of operations in 
i'etcrmann Land an ample supply of 
food, clothing-, sledges and reindeer, 
ills plan is to make the last stage of his 
journey on the ice. 


The other three expeditions of 1309 


are designed to investigate the north- 
ern lights. One \\ill go from Denmark 
to Icclan.l. The destination of the .Nor- 
wegian and Uus.sian parties has not 
oeen announced.—N. Y. Tribune.

We mu=t center a thought upon the ob- 
ject before us—a serious, prolonged, 
truth-tlcsiring thought—and there ami 
then only x\ill the symmetry of nature's 
handiwork become apparent. Such rec- 
ognition on our part repays us as fully 
as floods of color delight the unthink- 
ing pye.—Lippincott's.
